| Limitations Called Achievement. 
| The great achievements to my 
mind were the limitations on the 
tonnage of ships and the caliber of 
guns, for this means an end to com- 
petition in armaments and naval 
competition—the real danger. Sup- 
plementing this with the naval holi- 
day by which no building can be un- 
dertaken before 1947, except for re- 
placements under certain limited 
conditions, we may truly say that 
the conference has succeeded not 
only in a reduction, but a permanent 
reduction in naval armaments, 
‘ting an end to competition both in 
guns and tonnage.

the final announcement. And al- 
though there was considerable dis- 
order, only a few minor accidents 
occurred. 

Reports Called “Fantastic.” 

Reports appearing in the newspa- 
pers purporting to relate to the 
progress made in the conclave are 
characterized by Vatican officials as 
“abeurd and fantastic.” 

Prior to the opening of the con- 
clave, the Vatican was stocked with 
what was considered an ample food 
supply to carry the Cardinals 
through the election period. But it 
became necessary today to withdraw 
120.000 lire from the bank for fur- 
ther provisions, portending a pro- 
tracted duration of the conclave, in 
which event Cardinal O'Connell, 
Archbishop of Boston, who is speed- 
ing to Rome, will likely arrive in 
timé to take part in the later ses- 
siona.

Sometime ago I learned some 
very interesting facts about golf 
as an exercise. A player who had 
been golfing for a long time took 
up wrestling. Wrestling is a vio- 
lent exercise and this player went 
to a gymnasium each day for prac- 
tice. He wished to uncover any 
weak spots he might have in his 
physical makeup and figured that 
wrestling would do it quicker than 
anything else. This man had never 
taken any physical exercise except 
golf, being a student of the game, 
he had wondered at times just what 
muscles played the most important 
part in the golf stroke. He had as- 
sumed that the forearms and 
wrists were the all-important mus- 
cles, 

To his surprise he found that in 
wrestling his forearms and wrists 
tired first. His upper arms and 
shoulders had the greatest 
streneth. 

This particular player, however, 
had always used a  hard-holding 
palm grip in his playing and had 
thrust great shoulder strength into 
his drives. I have always used the 
feel and touch for accuracy and TI 
am sure that just the reverse will 
show up were I to experiment with 
wrestling. 

Bob Gardner is another example 
of the touch golfer and his fore- 
arms have responded wonderfully 
to the exercise. It should be borne 
in mind, however, that he has 
played a great deal of golf and his 
wrists and forearms are corre- 
spondingly more developed than 
the average plaver’s would be. 

Golf requires smooth, easy-act- 
ing muscles, not great strength. 
The finely developed muscles re- 
sulting from golf are like high- 
strung wires. They mean endur- 
ance and energy not only on the 
playing field but in the ordinary 
walks of life. The game gives to 
the devotee a rythm of movement 
and a perfection of body carriage 
and anyone can enfoy these ad- 
vantages as wel right now as next 
summer. The fees for teaching in 
the golf school are very modest 
and after a series of lessons the 
player can very easily rig in the 
basement of his home or out in the 
backyard a place big enough to 
earry on the daily practice. 

Golf is in truth the all-year- 
round sport of America today. Get 
your share of the fun.
